Flezer Flagg was a Justice of the Peace 
A look back at Wilmington of yesteryear

Before Wilmington was 
incorporated as a town, much 
of it was part of Woburn, and 
was known as Goshen. One 
prominent man in that part of 
town was Elezer Flagg. He 
was a Justice of the Peace in 
Woburn. He lived on a farm of 
some 97 acres in the vicinity 
of Butters Row. The farm- 
house stood near where Sir 
Speedy Printing and the 
Salvation Army store now 
stand on Main Street. 

The Flagg farmhouse stood 
there for more than 200 years 
but was vacant when some- 
one burned it in 1922. Mrs. 
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George M.A.M. Webber, who 
lived at the corner of Main 
and Cross streets, thought the 
fire was set by someone cele- 
brating the Fourth of July. 
Capt. Larz Neilson wrote that 
he remembered that fire. He 
was 11 at the time. 

The Flagg family had lived 
in Woburn since about 1688. 
Lieutenant Gershom Flagg 
was one of 18 soldiers of the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony 
killed by Indians _ at 
Wheelwright's Pond in New 
Hampshire on July 6, 1690 in 
King William’s War. Also 
killed were Capt. Noah 
Wiswall and Ens. Edward 
Walker. The site of that battle 
is now in Lee, N.H. 

His son or grandson, Elezer 
Flagg, served as Justice of 
the Peace for Goshen and 
built the farmhouse in what is 
now Wilmington. It was he 
who officially notified James 
Thompson that he could dig a 
ditch from Sandy Pond 
(Silver Lake) and Lubbers 
Brook. The notice was given 
on the 28th of December 1722, 
“in the eighth year of the 
reign of our Sovereign Lord

served in the United States 
Marine Corps from 1980-1984, 
and in 1985 he became a 
Trooper with the 
Massachusetts State Police. 
In 2005, Sgt. Clark retired to 
pursue a professional singing 
career. 

“During his tenure with the 
State Police he performed at 
more than 2,500 events for 
Federal, State, Local, and 
Military functions. In addition 
he performed 26 foreign 
National Anthems, in native 
dialect, for visiting digni- 
taries and sporting events. In 
addition, for 5 years he could 
be heard on Radio Disney as 
‘Trooper Dan, promoting 
safety for children. 

In 1993, he was invited to 
sing America the Beautiful 
with Maestro Dickson for his 
first appearance with the 
Pops. In 1998 Clark was invit- 
ed to perform with Keith 
Lockhart and the Boston Pops 
on ‘Pop Goes the Fourth, a 
Fourth of July extravaganza 
televised nationally on the A 
& E Network. As a result of 
this appearance People mag- 
azine published a feature arti- 
cle on Clark, which prompted 
his appearances on the Rosie 
O'Donnell Show and the 
Donnie and Marie Show 
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George over Great Britain, 
France, Ireland, King - etc. 
etc.” 

Capt. Larz attempted to 
détermine where Flagg’s land 
was. Studying the property 
assessors’ book of 1920, he 
came up with parcels 
totalling 91.5 acres, owned by 
Walter Bedell, Julia Crockett 
and Frank Millett. Two out-of- 
town residents owned another 
six acres, making 97.5 acres. 
Exactly where those parcels 
were remains a mystery. The 
assessors’ book showed no 
addresses or property loca- 
tions. 

The book of Wilmington 
vital records to 1898, by for- 
mer Town Clerk James 
Kelley, lists several -entries 
for Flagg. The book was cob- 
bled together using grave- 
stones, some handwritten 
notes, entries in family 
Bibles, etc. It is by no means

BUSINESS REPORTING 
EASED 


Congress, listening to a storm of 
protest, has eased what was con- 
sidered an “unnecessary bookkeep- 
ing burden” for small business. It 
has repealed certain Form 1099 
reporting requirements for land- 
lords and business owners. 

Two bills enacted last year were 
involved. One, the March 2010 
Affordable Care Act, would have 
required all business owners to 
supply a 1099-MISC to all vendors, 
including corporations, to whom 
they paid $600 or more. (Earlier 
laws exempted payments for goods 
and payments to corporations.) 
Similar requirements in the 
September 2010 Small Business 
Jobs Act demanded that landlords 
receiving rental income provide 
1099’s to service providers. (Prior 
to that act, landlords whose rental 
real estate activities did not rise to 
the level of a business were 
exempt.) 

Those who do send information 
returns on 1099s, 5498s and 1098s 
can now truncate Social Security 
numbers to four digits for security.

Police partner with DEA to clean out 


medicine cabinets

WILMINGTON - 
Household medicine cabi- 
nets have become among 
the most abused resource 
for drug abuse. Wilmington 
Police have teamed up with 
the Drug Enforcement 
Agency and other local 
health organizations again 
this year get unused or 
excess prescription drugs 
out of medicine cabinets, 
waterways, and youth. 

Set for Saturday, October 
29 from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. res- 
idents can turn in their 
potentially dangerous 
expired, unused and unwant- 
ed prescription medications 
for destruction at sites 
nationwide. In Wilmington, 
the collection will take place 
at the Public Safety 
Building. 

The service is free and 
anonymous, no questions 
asked. 

The initiative aims to 
attack an essential public 
health and public safety 
risk. 

According to the Police 
Department, many 
Americas are not aware that 
medicines that languish in 
home cabinets are highly 
susceptible to diversion, 
misuse, and abuse. Drug 
abuse rates in the United 
States are rising as well as 
accidental poisonings and 
overdoses. Studies agree 
that the majority of abused 
prescription drugs come 
from the household medi- 
cine cabinet. 

People tend to flush such 
drugs down the toilet, how- 
ever there is an environmen- 
tal impact to doing so. 
According to recent studies 
by the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA), 
pharmaceutical drugs have 
been detected in varying 


concentrations in our 
nation’s. water supplies 
through normal metabolic 
processes as well as flushing 
down the drain. 

The DEA reports that one 
in seven teens admits to 
abusing prescription drugs 
to get high in the past year, 
that 56 percent of teens 
believe that prescription 
drugs are easier to obtain 
than illicit drugs, and that in 
2008, the National Survey on 
Drug Use and Health report- 
ed that 62 million 
Americans aged 12 and 
older abused prescription 
drugs for non-medical pur- 
poses within the last month. 

Other agencies and offices 
participating in the “Take- 
Back” effort include the 
White House Office of 
National Drug _ Control 
Policy, the Partnership for a 
Drug-Free America, the 
International Association of 
Chiefs of Police, the 
National Association of 
Attorneys General, the 
National Association of 
Boards of Pharmacy, the 
Federation of state medical 
Boards, and the National 
District Attorneys 
Association. 

No questions will be asked 
for .residents bringing in 
their medications including 
expired, unused, and 
unwanted prescription drugs 
in the forms of tablets, cap- 
sules, and other solid dosage 
forms. for destruction of 
sites nationwide. 

Intravenous solutions, 
injectable drugs, .needles, 
and syringes will not be col- 
lected.

Girls looking to get back — 
on track against Stoneham

The Wilmington High 
School Girls’ Soccer team 
was able to scratch out a 
point this past week, end- 
ing in a 1-1 tie against 
Arlington in a very excit- 
ing back-and-forth battle, 
before losing to 
Winchester, a Division 1 
powerhouse over the last 
few decades, 3-0, on 
Monday morning. Those 
two games came against 
Middlesex League Large 
School opponents, yet the 
Wildcats were still able to 
get a point, and are now 5- 
3-4 overall and need just 
two wins or four points in 
its last six games to quali- 
fy for the state tournament 
for the first time in three 
seasons. Head coach Sue 
Hendee knows that won’t 
be easy, especially with 
Stoneham coming to town 
Thursday night. 

“They are undefeated 
right now,” said Hendee on 
Tuesday night. “In order to 
beat Stoneham, it’s going 
to be quite a challenge for 
us. The last time we faced 
them we ended in a 0-0 tie 
and to be honest we were 
very happy getting out of 
there with the tie as they 
outplayed us. We’re going 
to have to be ready for a 
physical game. Not only 
that but they have a great 
deal of skill and speed, and 
this is a very tough match- 
up for us. We’re going to 
have to take advantage of 
our opportunities. Like in 
the Winchester game, if we 
took advantage of several 
opportunities early and 
went up 1-0, I think it 
would have been a com- 
pletely different game.” 

In both contests, 
Wilmington had its hands 
full. Starting with 
Arlington, the Spy Ponders 
are led by Rebecca 
Robinson, a tremendously 
gifted athlete, who is 
already committed to a 
Division 1 scholarship at 
Syracuse University in 
Track-and-Field. 
Robinson, as a junior, was 
a Boston Globe  All- 
Scholastic after. breaking 
the All-State and New 
England records in the 300 
meters (39.39 and 39.08 
respectively) as well as 
breaking the mark in the 
55-meter dash (7.22), 
which included taking 
fourth place at the High 
School Nationai Meet. 

“She’s arguably the best 
player in the league,” said

ow Robinson, much like

“Kristen Tavares had that 
job and she did a excellent 
job of containing 
(Robinson),” said Hendee. 
“We used Cassie Grasso as 
well and the both of them 
did a great job. I know 
(Robinson) wasn’t happy 
that we were doing that.” 

Robinson was abe to 
break that shadow by net- 
ting the game’s first goal 
coming in the 56th minute 
of the game - the 16th 
minute of the second half.

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Before 1,000 people, Wildcats fall to Woburn 


Ortiz a one-man 
wrecking crew

Holding a slim fourth 
quarter lead in last Friday 
night’s clash with Woburn 
in front of an estimated 
1,000 fans at Alumni Field, 
it looked like the 
Wilmington High Football 
team would come out on top 
in what had been a great 
back and forth battle with 
the Tanners. 

Just over a minute into the 
quarter the Wildcats had 
capped off a spectacular 96 
yard drive when senior run- 
ning back John Parsons 
scored on a 34 yard run with 
9:54 left in the game. When 
freshman kicker James 
O’Regan added the all 
important extra point the 
Wildcats led 21-20 and 
appeared to hold not only 
the lead, but also the 
momentum. 

But both as it turned out, 
were to be short lived. 
Beginning with a touch- 
down on their next drive, 
Woburn would put the game 
away with 19 straight points 
over a three and a half 
minute span en route to 
handing the Wildcats a 39- 
29 Homecoming Day defeat 
in their Middlesex League 
crossover game : 

The loss dropped 
Wilmington to 2-2 on the 
season, while Woburn 
improved to 2-3. 

Trailing 20-14 at the end of 
the third quarter, the 
Wildcats took over at their 
four yard line as the fourth 
quarter was getting under 
way. Having already pro- 
duced a 98 yard touchdown 
drive earlier in the game 
the Wildcats certainly were 
not intimidated by their 
field position and they wast- 
ed little time in making it a 
non-issue. 

Parsons quickly got them 
out of the hole with an 11 
yard gain on first down and 
two plays later senior quar- 
terback Matt Ferreira (7 
carries, 103 yards) gave 
Wilmington another first 
down with a 48 yard run 
down to the Woburn 34 yard 
line. Before Woburn had a 
chance to catch their 
breath, Parsons _ burst 
through the middle of the 
offensive line and raced 
untouched into the end zone 
for the score that tied the 
game and eventually gave 
the Wildcats the lead. 

Woburn came right back 
to score on their next pos- 
session, however, when 
senior running back Chucky 
Ortiz (22 carries, 171 yards) 
scored on a 19 yard run with 
6:48 left in the game. The 
failed two point conversion 
after a pair of penalties 
were assessed left Woburn 
with a 26-21 advantage and 
the outcome of the game 
still very much in doubt. 

The potential results 
became a little bit clearer 
moments later when on the 
Wildcats next possession 
Ortiz intercepted a Ferreira 
pass in the flat and 
returned it 25 yards for a 
touchdown and a 32-21 
advantage after another 
failed two point conversion 
with 5:04 left in the game. 

The Wildcats could not 
score on their next posses- 
sion, but Ferreira refused to 
give up, coming up with a 
big play on defense, inter- 
cepting a Woburn pass to 
give the ball back to the 
Wildcats with 3:31 left in the 


game. 

But the Wildcats could not 
take advantage of the 
turnover, as moments later 
on the option pass play that 
has proven so effective for 
them at times this season, 
Woburn this time intercept- 
ed a Parsons pass at their 
48 yard line. 

If the interception was the 
beginning of the end for the 
Wildcats, then the play 


after the interception was 
most definitely the end of 
the end. With the demoral- 
ized Wilmington defense 
back on the field once 
again, Woburn immediately 
struck again when Ortiz 
capped his remarkable 
fourth quarter with a 52 
yard for his fifth touchdown 
of the night to make the 
score 39-21 after an extra 
point kick with 3:07 left in 
the game. 

“It started to get out of 
control there because we 
just could not get off the 
field on defense,” 
Wilmington coach Mike 
Barry said. “I thought we 
played hard. Woburn is a 
good team who has lost 
some close games, and that 
Ortiz is a great player.” 

The Wildcats did not quit, 
as Ferreira led his team on 
a 75 yard drive capped by a 
spectacular catch on the 
back line of the end zone by 


‘junior wide receiver Mike 


Woods with 1:09 left in the 
game. Woods jumped high 
above his Woburn defender 
and while taking a hit on his 
way down, he still managed 
to hold onto the ball and 
keep one foot in bounds for 
the score. 

Ferreira’s two point con- 
version pass to Ed DeLucia 
would bring the Wildcats 
within 10 points, but they 
would get no closer, as after 
recovering the onside kick 
they were unable to pick up 
a first down. 

Wilmington had gotten off 
to a great start in the early 
going of this one. After 
holding Woburn on their 
first possession, the 
Wildcats were pinned at 
their two yard line after a 
great punt by the Tanners. 
But they were undaunted as 
they went on a 10-play, 98 
yard drive to jump on top 7- 
0 with 1:31 left in the first 
quarter when Ferreira 
scampered 31 yards for a 
touchdown and O’Regan 
added the extra point. 

After Woburn had closed 
to within 7-6 on a four yard 
run by Nico Cornelio with 
6:10 left in the half, the 
Wildcats went on an eight 
play, 68 yard drive that was 
capped by a 22 yard run up 
the middle by DeLucia with 
1:54 left in the half for a 14 
6 lead. 

Woburn pulled within two 
points when Ortiz hauled in 
a pass in the corner of the 
end zone with just 15 sec- 
onds left in the half and 
took a 20-14 with 1:12 left in 
the third quarter on a 37- 
yard run and two-point con- 
version by Ortiz. 

“That was a huge win for 
us; we needed that and they 
are a good football team, 
well coached,” said Woburn 
head coach Rocky Nelson. 
“Hey, I’m happy to get out 
of here with a _ win. 
Hopefully this will spring- 
board us to a big win next 
week and then a. bye. I 
would like to think we’ll be 
in good shaped coming into 
Reading.” 

Despite his team dropping 
their second game in a row, 
Barry felt much. different 
after the loss to Woburn 
than he did the week before 
after a lackluster loss to 
Lexington. 

“We were a different team 
from last week,” Barry 
said. “That’s what I am 
proud of. A coach will 
always be proud of his team 
when they play tough the 
way we did tonight.” 

Wilmington returns to 
action this Friday night 
with a home contest against 
a very good Wakefield 
team. Kick-off is slated for 
7:00 pm at Alumni Stadium.

Rams Football 
team suffers 


fourth loss

BILLERICA - For much of 
Saturday’s game it looked as 
if the Shawsheen Tech 
Football team would come 
out on top in their battle with 
Chelsea at Samuel J. 
Cassidy Field, playing their 
rivals from the CAC Small to 
a 1414 tie into the fourth 
quarter and seemingly in 
position to win the game as 
the clock wound down. 

It was a game that the 
Rams undoubtedly would 
have won last year on their 
way to the Division 4 Super 
Bowl championship, but this 
season things have been dif- 
ferent for the Rams and they 
instead found themselves on 
the short end of a 26-14 loss 
that dropped them to 1-4 on 
the season, while Chelsea 
improved to 3-1. 

The Rams were done in by

Anthony Bowker, 
skating at center between 
Taylor Padulsky and Max 
Churchill, tied the score, and 
then Jared Russell gave 
Wilmington’ the lead: again 
with only 22 seconds remain- 
ing in the middle period.

medicine cabinets

WILMINGTON 3 
Household medicine cabi- 
nets have become among 
the most abused resource 
for drug abuse. Wilmington 
Police have teamed up with 
the Drug Enforcement 
Agency and other local 
health organizations again 
this year get unused or 
excess prescription drugs 
out of medicine cabinets, 
waterways, and youth. 

Set for Saturday, October 
29 from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. res- 
idents can turn in their 
potentially dangerous 
expired, unused and unwant- 
ed prescription medications 
for destruction at sites 
nationwide. In Wilmington, 
the collection will take place 
at the Public Safety 
Building. 

The service is free and 
anonymous, no questions 
asked. 

The initiative aims to 
attack an essential public 
health and public safety 
risk. 

According to the Police 
Department, many 
Americas are not aware that 


‘medicines that languish in 


home cabinets are highly 
susceptible to diversion, 
misuse, and abuse. Drug 
abuse rates in the United 
States are rising as well as 


- accidental poisonings and 


overdoses. Studies agree 
that the majority of abused 
prescription drugs come 
from the household medi- 
cine cabinet. 

People tend to flush such 
drugs down the toilet, how- 
ever there is an environmen- 


-tal impact to doing so. 


According to recent studies 
by the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA), 
pharmaceutical drugs have 
been detected in varying

than illicit drugs, and that in 
2008, the National Survey on 
Drug Use and Health report- 
ed that 62 million 
Americans aged 12 and 
older abused prescription 
drugs for non-medical pur- 
poses within the last month.

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Reading's Beaudry ascends 


By GORDON VINCENT 


READING - When 
Reading’s Denis Beaudry sets 
off on a trip, he takes the sce- 
nic route - a very scenic route. 

This _ past summer, 
Beaudry completed a 10-day 
trip through the Pyrenees 
Mountains. on his bicycle, 
crossing some of the most 


unforgiving terrain in Europe, 


including a portion of the 
course that is used for the 
renowned Tour de France. 

Beaudry notably remem- 
bers the satisfaction of 
ascending the Col du 
Tourmalet, a 2,100 km (rough- 
ly 7,000 feet) elevation. At the 
top there is a 12-foot statue of 
Octave Lapize, the legendary 
French cyclist and World War 
I hero who won the Tour de 
France in 1910. 
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The statue depicts Lapize 
gasping for air as he 


approaches the summit. 
According to legend, Lapize 
thought the climb so difficult 
he yelled “Vous étes des assas- 
sins! Oui, des assassins!” 
(“You are murderers! Yes, 
murderers!”) at race officials 
during his ascent. 

“I’m not a religious person, 
but I thank God that I’ve been 
able to see the world from a 
bicycle,” said Beaudry. “I’m 
not a professional. I’m just an 
amateur cyclist who likes to 
ride.”

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A Lowell native who has 
lived in Reading for the past 
12 years, Beaudry works as a 
personal trainer and in the fit- 
ness area at the Burbank 
YMCA in Reading. (Naturally, 
he also leads spinning class- 
es). 


About 15 years ago, he 
started taking extended bicy- 
cle trips, including a journey 
along the Alaska Highway 
from Fairbanks to Seattle, and 
last year he traveled the 
entire U.S., from Seattle to 
Boston, in 29 days, covering 
an average of 107 miles per 
day.

“One hundred miles a day 
is kind of a benchmark for an 
amateur cyclist,” he said. 

Beaudry’s trips are self- 
contained, meaning he carries 
his own gear, and sleeps in his 
own tent. There are no cozy 

-nights in comfortable hotels 
or meals at 5-star restaurants. 

“Some people use their 
credit card, but I like to be on 
my own,” Beaudry said. “The 
trade-off is I have to carry 50 
pounds (of gear) on my bike, 
but I like to be by myself and 
carry my own supplies.” 

Through an organization 
called Raid Pyrenees, 
Beaudry became aware of the 
“100-hour challenge,” a cycling 
route from the Atlantic to the 
Mediterranean through the 
most mountainous terrain in 
France and Spain. He flew to 
Madrid and cycled about 350 
miles to reach the starting 
point at Hendaye, France, on 
the Atlantic Ocean. 

“That was supposed to be 
the warm up,” said Beaudry. 
“The weather in August was 
really hot, especially in Spain. 
It was around a 100 degrees 
every day. I was suffering a 
little bit.” 

The route was on second- 
ary roads through remote 
areas, which afforded 
Beaudry little opportunity to 
stop for refreshment. 

“It’s not like I was in places 
where there’s a 7-Eleven on 
every corner,” he said. “In one

punch from the blind side, 
what it was instead was a 
tender tale about a father 
bonding with his long-ago 
abandoned son.

50/50 is a story about friend- 
ship, love, survival and find- 
ing humor in unlikely 


places. 
Joseph Gordon-Levitt 
and Seth Rogen star as best 


friends whose lives are 


changed by a cancer diag- 
nosis in this new comedy 


directed by Jonathan 
Levine, from a script by Will 
Reiser. 


50/50 is the story of a 
guy's transformative and 
sometimes funny journey to 
health - drawing its emo- 
tional core from Will 
Reiser's own experience 
with cancer and reminding 
us that friendship and love, 
no matter what bizarre 
turns they take, are the 
greatest healers. 

"50/50" tries hard to be a 
romance and buddy flick, a 
comedy and cancer drama. 
The movie. will likely be a 
huge crowd-pleaser, if the 
crowd can get past the 
whole cancer thing. 

Cancer movies are typi- 
cally sad affairs, but "50/50" 
contains more than enough 
humor to ease the sadness - 
with characters you end up 
caring about, giving the 
story some drama. The 
jokes mix ‘perfectly with 
deep thoughts like ‘Will I be 
alive this time next year? Or 
even tomorrow?’ 

Gordon-Levitt is Adam, a 
neat-freak NPR reporter 
who gets a scary form of 
cancer. His performance is 
effortless, and perfect - if it 
doesn’t garner nods during 
the awards season, then a 
great injustice has been 
committed. 


Adam's best friend Kyle 
is played by Seth Rogen. He 
thinks his friend's cancer 
provides a great chance for 
both of them to get women. 
He’s not as much of an oaf 
as that description might 
make you think. Instead, 
there. are several scenes 
where he shows he is a far 
more likable than you may 
expect. . 

Adam's new love interest 
is played by Anna Kendrick, 
in a role similar to the one 
she had in "Up in the Air" 
with George Clooney. 

Screenwriter Will Reiser 
based the movie on his own 
experiences with cancer, 
and in real life Rogen was 
one of the friends who lived 
through it with him. 

The movie doesn’t hit you 
over the head with any big 
moments regarding cancer 
and those that live with the 
disease. 

There’s plenty you can 
take away from the film in 
that category if you are 
looking for it, but you aren’t 
forced to swallow any Big 
Messages. If all you are 
looking for is a sweet, some- 
times funny movie about 
characters you will care 
about, this is the movie for 
you. 

I was deeply moved by it.

Moneyball is a movie for 
anybody who has. ever

Brad Pitt stars as Billy 
Beane, the general manager 
of the Oakland A's and the 
guy who assembles the 
team, who has an epiphany: 
all of baseball's convention- 
al wisdom is wrong. 

Forced to reinvent his 
team on a tight budget, 
Beane will have to outsmart 
the richer clubs. The one- 
time jock, who had dreams 
of playing in the majors 
himself, teams with Ivy 
League grad Peter Brand 
(Jonah Hill) in an unlikely 
partnership, recruiting bar- 
gain players that scouts call 
flawed or washed up, but all 
of whom have an ability to 
get on base, score runs, and 
win games. 


It's more than baseball, 
it's a revolution - one that 
challenges old school tradi- 
tions and puts Beane in the 
crosshairs of those who say 
he's tearing out the heart 
and soul of the game. 

The unlikely pairing of 
Pitt and Hill drive what is 
the most compelling and 
insightful baseball-themed 
film since Robert Redford’s 
homerun shattered the sta- 
dium lights in "The 
Natural”, way back in 1984. 

"Moneyball" (based on a 
2003 novel by Michael 
Lewis) takes an interesting, 
and humorous, look into the 
business side of America's 
pastime. 

In 2002, after the cash- 
strapped A's lose to the 
heavily favored New York 
Yankees in the 2001 
American League Division 
Series, Oakland then loses 
its three best players to free 
agency. 


Beane teams up with 
Brand (Hill), a genius when 
it comes to determining the 
value of baseball statistics. 
Together they go against the 
grain of standard baseball 
wisdom and begins revamp- 
ing the team using an ana- 
lytical/mathematical 
approach, much to the cha- 
grin of the organization's 
more traditionally minded 
scouting department. 


As the A's get off to a 
rough start, naysayers are 
quickly ridiculing Beane's 
unconventional decisions 
and calling for his ouster. 

To complicate things, 
manager Art Howe (Philip 
Seymour Hoffman) refuses 
to make the lineup changes 
Beane insists upon, causing 
a further rift in the club- 
house. 

But Beane's persistence 
and Brand's belief in the 
statistical approach trans- 
forms the team into a true 
contender as it goes on a 20- 
game win streak.

N.H.), a top-notch pitcher 
who led the River Hawks to 
three NCAA Tournaments 
from 1994-98. 

They were joined by 
Becky Regula (’02, Hudson, 
N.H.), softball’s speedy out- 
fielder from 1999-02 who 
helped set the school record 
wins as a freshman; Patrick 
Morasse (706, Lowell, 
Mass.), a five-time All- 
American runner from 2002- 
06; and two-sport standout 
Julie Handy Drinkwater 
(706, Yorba Linda, Calif.), a 
star for both the volleyball 
and track and field pro- 
grams from 2002-06. 


Tom Bradley (Football, 
1989-93) 

A star wide receiver and 
feared punt returner, Tom 
Bradley led the River 
Hawks to a 31-7-1 record 
from 1989-93. 

Upon his graduation, 
Bradley held or had tied 11 
school records, all of which 
stood through the football 
program’s remaining years. 
UMass Lowell lost just three 
games in Bradley’s first 
three seasons and culminat- 
ed with a 10-1 record in 1991 
and an appearance in the 
NCAA Tournament. 


“I am very honored to be 
part of the Hall of Fame,” 
Bradley said. “I’ve seen the 
names on the Hall of Fame 
wall in Costello Gym, 
names that go back to the 
Lowell Tech, Lowell State 
and ULowell years, and it is 
such an honor to be among 
them.

Bradley finished his 
career with 2,627 receiving 
yards and 23 touchdowns. 
Among his many records, 
he set new highs for passes 
caught in a season (59) and 
career (163), longest recep- 
tion (83 yards) and most 
yards on punt returns in a 
season (221). 

“Thomas was perhaps 
the most electrifying game- 
breaker ever to embrace the 
gridiron at UMass Lowell,” 
said Dennis Scannell, who 
served as head coach from 
1986-92.

“I was very excited when 
Thomas and many other all-

little village, there was only a 
tap with a spigot, and that’s 
where they got their water. I 
was a little worried about 
drinking the water, but it 
turned out to be OK.” 

He said the Pyrenees are 
unusual in there are more 
climbs than say, the Rockies 
Mountains, though not as 
high. He notes the Col de 
Tourmalet is roughly as tall as 
Mount Washington in New 
Hampshire. 

“The views are fantastic, 
but it’s sparse,” he said. “And 
it can be dangerous. You’re 
traveling on roads where 
there’s an 800-foot drop off a 
sheer cliff.” 

Some of the professional 
racers take the steep declines 
at 50 mph, but as an amateur, 
Beaudry doesn’t dare go that 
fast. 

“T’ve got 50 pounds on my 
back, so I start braking at 
about 24 mph,” he said. “You 
can brake for 30 minutes at a 
time.” 

The route criss-crosses the 
Spanish border, which is not 
as arduous from a bureaucrat- 
ic perspective since the 
advent of the European 
Union, and then finishes at 
the Mediterranean. 

Beaudry notes it took him 
about 120 hours to complete 
the course, about 20 more than 
the target. 

“I’m not ashamed of that,” 
he said. “I’m 57-years-old. I 
wasn’t expecting to finish in a 
record time. It’s not like I was 
going to get the yellow jersey 
and have a couple of French 
babes kiss me on the cheek 
when it was over.” 

After he completed the 
course, his girlfriend joined 
him for a week as regular 
tourists in Barcelona, Spain, 
one of the world’s most scenic

cities. 

“T lost eight pounds on the 
(cycling) trip, and all my 
friends said they thought I 
must have put it back on (dur- 
ing the Barcelona leg),” said 
Beaudry. “But my girlfriend 
kept me moving for seven 
days.” 

Beaudry’s next potential 
trip is even more ambitious. 
He would like to ride a 
Eurasian route starting in 
Lisbon, Portugal and finish in 
Beijing, China, traversing 


some 11,000 miles. 

“It’s kind of a big idea, but 
I don’t know if I’ll be able to 
pull it off. That’s going to take 
four months, which is tough,” 
he said. “It’s hard to get away 
for that long when you have 
responsibilities.” 

In either event, Denis 
Beaudry will find a course and 
continue to cycle long dis- 
tances, always taking the sce- 
nic route; the most scenic 
route he can find.

If you want your wedding gown to 
be beautiful for sisters, daughters 
and grand daughters, then you must 
act very soon after the wedding. As 
impossible as it seems, wedding 
gown preservation is another detail 
that should be planned before the 
wedding day. Stains can become per- 
manent in a very short period of time 
as oxygen reacts with acids and oils 
found in every day substances. The 
resulting oxidation reaction is really 
a chemical burn of the fibers.

Delay in cleaning or improper 
cleaning will oxidize or “set” these 
stains. A gown properly cleaned but 
~ not properly packaged to protect it 
from oxygen and air pollutants will 
yellow and literally turn to dust over 
time. 

The good news is that a gown, that 
has been carefully worn, properly 
cleaned, properly packaged and 
properly stored, can be used in wed- 


dings separated by many decades. 

Before the wedding find a dry 
cleaner you trust and ask a friend or 
relative to deliver the gown within a 
few days after the wedding to that 
cleaner.

cific chemicals to neutralize and re- 
move substances from a small area of 
the fabric. 

Dry cleaning is an over all cleaning 
process that involves immersion of the 
entire garment in baths containing sol- 
vents, soaps and sizings. Little or no 
water is involved. Agitation is carefully 
monitored. Dry cleaning is particularly 
beneficial for silk, acetate, rayon and 
wool fabrics. 

Wet cleaning involves immersion of 
the entire garment in water containing 
special soaps, softeners and sizings. 
Again, agitation is carefully monitored. 

Q: What is preservation? 

A: The first and most important step 
is cleaning to remove substances that 
will cause a chemical reaction with the 
fabric. The next step is packaging the 
gown to prevent damage from exposure 
to oxygen, insects, moisture and light. 
All bust forms, tissue paper, films and 
boxes are specially purchased for fab- 
ric preservation. All materials are acid 
neutralized to be sure they will not de- 


teriorate and emit fumes that will harm 
the gown. 

Q: Once it is packaged, can I look at 
it? 

A: Yes, our preservation boxes all 
have windows so our customers can see 
the gown without exposing the gown to 
oxygen and moisture. If you would like 
to remove the gown from the box, re- 
member to choose a day with low hu- 
midity, beware of perspiration on hands 
or if trying on and repackage the gown 
as soon as possible. 

Q: Where should I store the packaged 
gown? 

A: Heat speeds up deterioration of 
fabrics. Do not store the gown in an 
attic. Choose a living space in the house 
such as under a bed, in a closet or ina 
cool dry basement.

done entirely in the dental office 
(a process known as chairside 
bleaching) or the dentist may dis- 
pense a system for you to use at 
home (home-use bleaching). 

Chairside bleaching takes from 
30 Minutes to on hour per visit. A 
chemical solution is applied to the 
teeth to lift out stains. A special 
light may be used at intervals to 
help activated the bleaching 
agent. To complete the process, 
two to 10 sessions one week apart 
maybe required. It is not uncom- 
mon for the teeth to become 
slightly sensitive temporarily 
after bleaching treatment. 

With home-use bleaching, the 
dentist creates a custom-fitted 
mouthguard that holds _ the 
bleaching gel. The mouthguard is 
worn up to two hours daily or at 
night for the length of time speci- 
fied by the dentist. The amount of 
time per evening for which the 
mouthguard is worn and the treat- 
ment duration may vary accord- 
ing to your needs and your 
dentist’s recommendation. 


Other cosmetic options 

Bonding. If your teeth are chipped, 
broken, cracked or badly stained or 
have slight gaps, ask your dentist about 
bonding. Bonding is a cosmetic proce- 
dure that uses tooth-colored materials 
that are attached or bonded to the tooth 
surface. The process can improve un- 
sightly stains from coffee, tea , tobacco 
or certain medications taken in child- 
hood. Bonding sometimes is used to cor- 
rect chips or to fill small cavities. 

The bonding process involves prepar- 
ing the tooth surface with an etching so- 
lution. The solution allows the bonding 
material (resin-based composites) to 
better adhere to the tooth. Resins of 
various colors are carefully blended to 
match the color of the existing tooth. 
The resin is applied, contoured into the 
proper shape and hardened using a spe- 
cial light or chemical process. The 
bonded tooth then is smoothed and pol- 
ished to appear natural. Bonding usu- 
ally can be completed in one visit. 

Veneers. Veneers are thin custom- 
made shells that are designed to cover 


the front of the teeth. Made of tooth — 
colored materials, veneers are used to 
treat gaps and teeth that are perma- 
nently stained, poorly shaped or 
slightly crooked. Veneers also are used 
to cover teeth that are chipped, worn or 
eroded at the gum line. 

Enamel shaping. If your front teeth 
are uneven along the edges, or your ca- 
nine teeth are too pointy , your dentist 
may recommend enamel shaping in- 
volves contouring tooth enamel to cre- 
ate a smooth line. The process, which 
often is combined with bonding, usually 
is quick and comfortable. The results 
can be seen immediately.
